REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN

The year 1965 was a memorable one. Sharon observed its Bicentennial 
Anniversary, having been originally incorporated as the district of Stough- 
tonham in 1765. Its present name was adopted in 1783. With the opening 
celebration Friday, July 2, 1965, a series of events planned by the Bicen- 
tennial Committee took place that will long be remembered — the 
“Dime-a-Dip” Supper, the Opening Ceremonies on the “steppes of Ye 
Olde Towne Meeting House,” the Block Dance in Post Office Square, the 
Bean Supper, Pop “Corn” cert, the Bicentennial Parade, the tour of the 
Historic Houses, and the Wheel-Around-The-Hub. 


Although we were transported into the past by these various historic 
events, the realities of living in a fast-growing community were always 
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with us. It was a year of accelerated change in almost all areas of our 
Town Government. The population growth, the increase in building, 
new legislation — State and Federal, greater complexity of problems, and 
the need for extension of various municipal services — all of these brought 
challenges. The meeting of these challenges resulted in many improve- 
ments for the Town. Although property taxes continued to rise here, as 
well as in other towns, a concerted effort was made to obtain maximum 
value from each tax dollar. 


It is not possible to report all the changes and improvements made in 
the Town Government — they can be read in detail in the reports of the 
various Departments and Boards. This report of the Selectmen will cover 
only the highlights of selected activities. 


Administration 


The Town’s administrative structure underwent a significant change 
with the new position of Executive Secretary. J. Maynard Austin, a pro- 
fessional municipal administrator, former Town Manager in Houlton, 
Maine, and Williamstown, Massachusetts, and a civil engineer, began 
work August 16, 1965. This position, recommended by the Town Govern- 
ment Study Committee, and voted at the March 1965 Town Meeting, is 
designed to bring greater coordination and communication among the 
various Town Boards, Committees and Departments; better integrated 
planning; more effective control and administration in implementing 
these plans, and closer, full-time supervision over the increasing and con- 
stantly more critical responsibilities of the Selectmen. 


Municipal Services 


Extensive improvements were instituted in essential services to the 
community. The 500,000 gallon elevated tank in East Sharon went into 
Operation in June, providing an adequate supply of water for residents 
of that growing area and strengthening the storage capacity of the entire 
Town. The Bay Road water main was extended 2700 feet from Marcus 
Road to Plain Street, completing a major section of the Selectmen’s 
program of extending water mains and improving water distribution. In 
addition, a new 389 ft. main was added from Lake Avenue to 6 Grove 
Avenue, and existing services on South Main Street converted to an 8” 
water main in place of an old 4” main. To meet the need for additional 
pumping capacity to cope with extended dry spells and increased con- 
sumption, modern pumping equipment, housed in a new building, was 
installed at the gravel-packed well at the Town Water Reserve Station 
Number 2, Moosehill Parkway. These improvements, along with one addi- 
tional employee in the Water Division, were important steps to insure 
adequate water service for the Town. 

Improvements were made in our roads, sidewalks, and drainage system. 
In anticipation of the construction of the Junior High School, voted at 
the September 1965 Special Town Meeting, Mountain Street was widened 
from 18 feet to 30 feet, starting at the junction with East Street and ex- 
tending 2000 feet to Spring Lane. The project was done by a private con- 
tractor. Work was completed under Chapter 90 Maintenance on Walpole 
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Street by resurfacing and laying a drain. Chapter 90 Construction money 
was again accumulated for Bay Road, the work to be started in 1966. 
Four sidewalks were constructed — at South Main Street near the Heights 
Elementary School; North Main Street, completing the stretch to Cobb’s 
Corner; Ames Street to East Street; and Quincy Street. The Highway De- 
partment personnel proved their versatility by doing all of the sidewalk 
construction, in addition to sidewalk and road maintenance and their 
many other duties. The Cedar Swamp drainage which was finally com- 
pleted, marking a major step in the program recommended in the Keyes 
Associates Report. 


Parks and Recreation 


The many beautiful summer days brought large numbers of residents 
to the lakefront. Improvements included resurfacing Beach Street and new 
fencing and curbing. Under the able direction of Joseph Amorosino, the 
waterfront program was again popular with the youngsters. The swimming 
program was, as in the past, set up under the Sharon Civic Foundation. 
The hours for the gates to be open were extended from 6 P.M. to 9 P.M., 
making it possible for many residents to enjoy the lakefront after working 
hours. 


At the March Town Meeting, the sum of $1900 was appropriated for 
the Lakefront Study Committee to continue its studies for developing an 
overall plan for the area so that new sanitary facilities, an administrative 
building, and other improvements can be effected as soon as economically 
feasible. 


Recreation areas were enlarged by the lands acquired by the Conserva- 
tion Commission. A trail through beautiful wooded areas is being con- 
structed by the Commission along Massapoag Brook from the Lake to 
North Main Street. The stretch from the Lake to Billings Street has al- 
ready been completed. The natural beauty of the Town is being preserved 
in many areas through the work of the Commission. 


Protection 


The Town’s protection services were considerably strengthened by the 
addition of three Fire Fighters to our permanent Fire Force of three 
Lieutenants and the Fire Chief. The increased size of the Town, the 
frequency of alarms, and woods fires justified the increased cost. 


Excellent work was done by the Town’s Civil Defense organization 
during the massive power failure on November 9th. Assisted by the 
regular Police Force and the Auxiliary, the Fire and Highway personnel, 
CD operated efficiently throughout the emergency. 


A study was made of the need for traffic lights, stop signs and islands. 
The Department of Public Works conducted an extensive traffic count at 
major intersections. No major changes were considered necessary. 


An improved Dog By-Law was adopted at the September 8th Special 
Town Meeting. It provided more control over dogs constituting a nuisance, 
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at the same time protecting the individual dog owners. A new Dog Officer, 
Charles Colter, who devotes full-time to the care of dogs, was hired in 
September. 


Gravel Removal 


Gravel removal continued to be a major problem. Dust, cluttered streets, 
fast-moving trucks, traffic problems, pedestrian safety, inconveniences to 
residents, expense of controlling the operations, and time spent by Town 
personnel — all these and other problems were encountered. The March 
Town Meeting voted an amendment to the Zoning By-Law restricting the 
number of gravel hauling permits in existence at one time to three, after 
the expiration of existing permits. The most serious problem occurred in 
April when gravel removal was started from a hilly area known as the 
Little Land, off North Main Street. The dangers of uncontrolled operations 
were apparent for one week until an agreement was signed, protecting the 
residents of the area. 


Economic Growth 


Sharon’s economic character began to change noticeably with the adop- 
tion of the amendment to the Zoning By-Laws, providing for a Multiple 
Residence District at Cobb’s Corner. At year-end, progress was evident 
in the construction of a complex of 80 garden apartments. At the opposite 
end of Town, off South Main Street near I-95, construction was well along 
at year-end on a shopping center, featuring a large B.P.M. and other stores. 


The Development and Industrial Commission continued its studies to 
attract suitable industry for the Industrial Zone along Route 1. Recom- 
mendations have been made by the Commission, a brochure is being 
prepared, and an active search will be made to find industrial concerns 
that are proper for Sharon. 


To make certain that our By-Laws are current, two committees were 
appointed by the Selectmen — the Building By-Law Study Committee 
and the General Town By-Laws Study Committee. An intensive review 
of all provisions has already begun. 


To meet the challenges of the complex years ahead, a Plans and Ob- 
jectives Committee was appointed by the Selectmen to prepare a program 
of Six-Year Objectives designed to meet Sharon’s needs for municipal im- 
provements. The Committee will be able to assist the various Town 
Boards, Departments and Officials by coordinating planned improvements, 
studying priorities, scheduling, and preparing an overall comprehensive 
report, including financial statistics. 


Personnel 


Sharon is fortunate in having a hard-working, loyal group of employees. 
The effectiveness of our municipal government depends on them. It is 
important to recognize the knowledge, experience and skill they bring to 
their work. In addition, there are those citizens who contribute immeasur- 
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ably on a part-time basis in a variety of capacities — their work is recog- 
nized only to a small degree in the pages of the Town Report. 


Several new committees were established by the Selectmen during the 
year. In addition to those already referréd to in this report, the following 
were appointed: Sharon Community Action Council; Fire Protection and 
Detection Systems Study Committee; Recreation Land Study Committee; 
Council for the Aging Study Committee; Dog By-Law Study Committee; 
Earth Removal Study Committee; Sharon Ration Board. The names of the 
members are listed elsewhere in the Town Report. 


The year was marked by sadness with the passing of Flora A. O'Donnell, 
School and Visiting Nurse 1924 to 1954; Walter B. Buttinger, Warrant 
Committee, 1943 to 1948, and the Town’s insurance advisor for many 
years; William Darrow, Police Department, 1912 to 1919, Board of Fire 
Engineers, 1922 to 1949, Fire Chief 1925 to 1949; and Clifford E. Parker, 
School Department 1932 to 1959, and Building Inspector 1948 to 1959. 


The Board of Selectmen changed considerably in personnel. We publicly 
acknowledge the debt of gratitude owed to Manuel Katz, who retired 
from the Board after six years, following service on the Warrant Com- 
mittee for an equal period, and Francis X. Mahoney, who retired from the 
Board after five years. Their dedication to community service is deeply ap- 
preciated.

Article 8. Voted: That the Town amend the Town’s By-Laws by 
adding thereto Article 17 as follows: 


Section 1. License fees; exemption for seeing-eye dogs; refund of fees. 


The annual fee for every dog license, except as otherwise provided by 
law, shall be three dollars for a male dog, and six dollars for a female dog 
unless a certificate of a registered veterinarian who performed the opera- 
tion that such female dog has been spayed and has thereby been deprived 
of the power of propagation has been shown to the Town Clerk, in which 
case the fee shall be three dollars. A certified copy of such certificate on 
file in the office of any city or town clerk within the Commonwealth may 
be accepted as evidence that such operation has been performed. If the 
Town Clerk is satisfied that the certificate of the veterinarian who spayed 
the dog cannot be obtained, he may accept in lieu thereof a statement 
signed under the penalties of perjury by a veterinarian registered and 
practicing in the Commonwealth describing the dog and stating that he 
has examined such dog and that it appears to have been, and in his opinion 
has been, spayed and thereby deprived of the power of propagation. No 
fee shall be charged for a license for a dog specially trained to lead or 
serve a blind person; provided, that the division of the blind certifies that 
such dog is so trained and actually in the services of a blind person. No 
license fee or part thereof shall be refunded because of the subsequent 
death, loss, spaying or removal from the Commonwealth or other dis- 
posal of the dog, nor shall any license fee or part thereof paid by mistake 
be paid or recovered back after it has been paid over to the county under 
Chapter 140, section 147 of the General Laws. 


Section 2. Disturbing the peace. 


No person shall own or keep in the Town any dog which by biting, ex- 
cessive barking, howling or in any other manner disturb the quiet of the 
public. 


Section 3. Complaint of nuisance. 


If any person shall make a complaint in writing to the Dog Officer that 
any dog owned or harbored within his jurisdiction is a nuisance by reason 
of vicious disposition or excessive barking or other disturbance, the Dog 
Officer shall investigate such complaint, which may include an examina- 
tion under oath of the complainant, and submit a written report to the 
Selectmen of his findings and recommendations, together with the written 
complaint. Upon receipt of such report and examination of the complain- 
ant under oath, the Selectmen may make such order concerning the re- 
straint, muzzling or disposal of such dog as may be deemed necessary. The 
dog officer, after investigation, may issue an interim order that such dog 
be restrained or muzzled for a period not to exceed fourteen days to enable 
the Selectmen to issue their order following receipt of the report of the 
Dog Officer. If the Selectmen fail to act during the period of the interim 
order, upon expiration of the period the interim order automatically is 
vacated,

Section 4. The Dog Officer may restrain or muzzle, or issue an interim 
order to restrain or muzzle, for a period not to exceed fourteen days, any 
dog for any of the following reasons: 


a. For having bitten any person. 


b. If found at large or unmuzzled, as the case may be, while an order 
for the restraint of such dog is in effect. 


c. If found in a school, schoolyard or public recreational area. 


d. For having killed or maimed or otherwise damaged any other do- 
mesticated animal. 


e. For chasing any vehicle upon any public way or way open to public 
travel in the Town. 


f. For any violation of Section 2. 


Upon restraining or muzzling, or issuing an interim order to restrain or 
muzzle, the Dog Officer shall submit in writing to the Selectmen a report 
of his action and the reasons therefor. Upon receipt of such report the 
Selectmen may make such order concerning the restraint, muzzling or dis- 
posal of such dog as may be deemed necessary. If the Selectmen fail to 
act upon the report during the period the dog is restrained or muzzled, 
upon expiration of the period, the interim order automatically is vacated. 


Section 5. Appeal of restraint or muzzling. 

The owner or keeper of any dog that has been ordered to be restrained 
or muzzled or has been restrained under this article, may file a request 
in writing with the Dog Officer that the restraining order be vacated, or 
that the dog be released, and after investigation by the Dog Officer such 
Officer may vacate such order or release such dog, if the order or restraint 
was imposed by him. If the order was imposed by the Selection, the Dog 
Officer shall submit a written report of his investigation, with his recom- 
mendations, to the Selectmen, who may vacate such order. 


Section 6. 


Any owner or keeper of a dog who shall fail to comply with any order 
of the Dog Officer or Selectmen issued pursuant to this article shall be 
punishable by a fine of ten dollars. 


Motion to reconsider action taken under Article 7 not carried. 


Motion to reconsider action taken under Article 2 not carried. 


Article 9. Voted: That the Town transfer from available funds the 
sum of $575 to the Dog Officer's account. 


Article 10. Voted: That the Town transfer from available funds the 
sum of $500 to the Fire Department budget to provide for raises contem- 
plated by the reclassification of the Fire Chief, Fire Lieutenants and Fire- 
fighters.

Article 11. Voted: That the Town accept Section 8 of Chapter 40A 
of the General Laws, which reads as follows: 


“After acceptance of this section or corresponding provisions of earlier 
laws as provided in section four of chapter four, no proposed ordinance 
or by-law making a change in any existing zoning ordinance or by-law, 
which has been unfavorably acted upon by a city council or town meet- 
ing, shall be considered on its merits by the city council or town meeting 
within two years after the date of such unfavorable action unless the adop- 
tion of such proposed ordinance or by-law is recommended in the final 
report of the planning board or selectmen required by section 6.” 


Article 12. Voted unanimously: That the Town amend Paragraph A 
of Section 8 of the Zoning By-Law by deleting the words “single and gen- 
eral residence districts” and substituting therefor the words “single, general 
and multiple residence districts.” 


Article 13. Voted unanimously: That the Town amend the Building 
Law substantially as follows: 


To amend Article VII Definitions by renumbering 8 through 15 to 10 
through 17 respectively and to insert after 7 the following: 


“8. Dwelling: a dwelling is a building designed exclusively for resi- 
dential occupancy, including one-family, two-family and multiple resi- 
dences, but not including hotels or boarding houses. 


“9. Dwelling Unit: a dwelling unit is an area within a dwelling 
consisting of one or more rooms, providing complete living facilities for 
one family including equipment for cooking or provisions for the same, 
and including rooms for living, sleeping and eating.” and to insert after 
17 the following: 


“18. Multiple Residence: a multiple residence, also known as a 
multi-family residence, garden apartment or town house, is a. building 
containing no less than eight dwelling units and not more than twenty 
dwelling units, with no residential floor area located below the mean 
finished ground level nor above the second floor.” 


To amend Article VIII by renumbering 17 through 29 respectively to 18 
through 30 and inserting after 16 the following: 


“17. Special Provisions for Multiple Residences. 


17.1 Multiple Residences shall be of Class 1, 2, 3 or 4 construction 
as defined in Form B-1 “Regulations for the Uniform Enforcement of 
G.L. C. 143” as set forth by the Department of Public Safety, Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. 


17.2. Walls, floors and ceiling separating dwelling units from each 
other and from basements and attic spaces in multiple residence dwellings 
of Class 4 construction shall have a fire resistance rating of at least one 
hour. 
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17.43. Buildings of multiple residence occupancy shall comply with the 
following table with regard to type of construction, floor area and height. 


Type of Maximum floor area in sq. ft. 
Construction Stories or between fire walls 
1 2 10,000 
2 2 10,000 
3 2 8,000 
4 2 6,000 


17.4 All multiple residence buildings shall conform to the require- 
ments of NFPA 101 “Building Exits Code for Life Safety From Fire” 
(nineteenth edition) as published by the National Fire Protection Asso- 
ciation. The Building Inspector may waive building construction provisions 
of the Building Exits Code to such extent as necessary to avoid violation of 
other sections of this Building Law, provided that the fundamental princi- 
ples set forth in Section 10 of the Building Exits Code shall not be waived 
and that in no case shall the resultant requirements be less than the 
- minimum requirements of the Building Exits Code for existing buildings. 


17.5 Every fuel-fired central heating appliance installed in a building 
of multiple residency occupancy or dwelling unit thereof shall be enclosed 
with walls, floor and ceiling having a fire resistance rating of at least 
1-hour. Each such room shall have direct access from the outside. Interior 
doors to the enclosure shall be suitable for Class C openings and shall be 
installed in accordance with NFPA No. 80, Standard on Fire Doors and 
Windows (1965 Edition) as published by the National Fire Protection 
Association. 


17.6 Basement Partitions. In buildings of multiple residence occu- 
pancy, partitions in basements or cellars shall be made of incombustible 
materials. Storage compartments for the use of tenants shall be enclosed 
with walls, floor and ceiling having a fire resistance rating of at least 
l-hour. Doors into such compartments shall be suitable for a Class C 
opening. The above requirements may be waived by the Building Inspector 
provided that the basement area is protected by sprinklers installed in 
accordance with NFPA No. 13 “Standard for the Installation of Sprinkler 
Systems” (1965 Edition). 


17.7 Attic and concealed spaces shall have floors, walls and ceilings 
of non-combustible construction or shall be subdivided into areas of not 
more than 3,000 square feet by walls having a fire resistance rating of not 
less than 1-hour. The above requirements for attic spaces may be waived 
by the Building Inspector provided that the attic spaces are protected 
by sprinklers installed in accordance with NFPA No. 13 “Standard for 
the Installation of Sprinkler Systems” (1965 Edition). Attics shall not be 
used for storage. 


17.8 Light and Ventilation 


a. General. Habitable rooms, bathrooms and toilets shall have win- 
dows with aggregate glass area equivalent to at least 10 per cent of the 
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floor area and not less than 3 square feet. The aggregate openable portion 
of such windows shall be equivalent to not less than 4 per cent of the floor 
area. Such windows shall face upon a public way, a private way or upon 
a yard or court, none of which shall be less than 10 feet wide. 


b. Mechanical. In lieu of the above requirements, mechanical ventila- 
tion connected to the electric light switch may be substituted in bath- 
rooms, toilets and lavatories provided it is first approved by the Building 
Inspector. Such mechanical ventilation systems shall be capable of ex- 
hausting not less than 25 cubic feet per minute and in no case shall the 
fresh air supply be less than 5 changes per hour or less than 1 cubic foot 
per minute per square foot. Duct work for such ventilation shall be tight 
along its entire length, and shall be of non-combustible construction, and 
shall extend dircetly to the outside with no opening to any other room. 
Wherever such a duct penetrates a wall, ceiling or floor requiring a fire 
resistance rating of 1-hour or more, it shall be equipped with automatic 
fire damper. 


17.9 Sanitary facilities, 


a. Each dwelling unit shall contain at least one kitchen sink, one water 
closet, one lavatory and one bathtub or shower. 


b. Water closets, lavatories and bathtubs or showers shall be located 
in toilet or bathrooms separated from other rooms by partitions extending 
from the floor to the ceiling, except that lavatories in excess of the required 
number may be installed in rooms used for living purposes. 


17.10 Access to rooms. 


a. In every dwelling unit of three or more rooms in a multiple resi- 
dence, access to every living room and bedroom and to at least one bath- 
room shall be had without passing through any bedroom. 


17.11 Minimum room size and height. 


a. In every multiple residence, all rooms except bathrooms, kitchenettes 
and water closet compartments shall be of the following minimum sizes: 
In each dwelling unit there shall be one room containing not less than 150 
square feet of floor area. No part of any room shall be less than 7 feet 6 
inches from the finished floor to the finished ceiling. Alcoves and bay 
windows shall not be included in the above minimum area requirements. 


17.12 Design standards. 


a. Structural members shall be designed by methods admitting of na- 
tional analysis according to established principles of mechanics and gen- 
erally accepted engineering practices so as to be able to support the loads 
and withstand the forces to which it is subjected without exceeding the 
stresses permitted by such engineering practices for the various materials 
thereof. 


b. Reinforced concrete shall be designed in accordance with the re- 
quirements of the American Concrete Institute, as set forth in its publi- 
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cation entitled “Building Code Requirements for Reinforced Concrete,” 
ACI 318-63. 


c. Structural Steel shall be designed in accordance with the require- 
ments of the American Institute of Steel Construction, as set forth in its 
publication entitled “Specification for the Design, Fabrication and Erec- 
tion of Structural Steel for Buildings,” adopted 1963. 

d. Wood members used for load-supporting purposes shall be designed 
in accordance with the requirements of the American Institute of Timber 


Construction, as set forth in its publication entitled “Timber Construction 
Standards,’ AITC 100-62.” 


Moved: That action taken under Article 14 be indefinitely postponed. 


Voted: That Mr. Manuel Kyriakakis be allowed to address the meeting 
regarding Article 14.

C. FRED WILLIAMS, Tree Warden - Moth Superintendent 
JAMES LEIGHTON, Deputy 


The tree division, during 1965, carried on a planting program, a re- 
moval program and a maintenance program throughout the Town. Main- 
tenance consisted of the removal of low limbs, dead wood, broken limbs 
and limbs too close to Edison transmission lines. The greatest portion of 
this work was performed on the following streets: 


Alden St. Dunbar St. Station St. 
Ames Ct. Harold St. Stone St. 
Ames St. Maple Ave. Tolman St. 
Bradford Ave. Mohawk St. Woodland St. 
Depot St. S. Main St. 


Two hundred and thirty-eight trees were removed from forty-seven 
streets during the course of the year. Most of these removals were neces- 
sitated by the widening of Mountain St. and the construction of four 
sidewalks in different locations. One hundred and seventy-three stumps 
were removed by machine from 46 streets. 
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The planting program was divided into two sections, a spring planting 
and a fall planting. One hundred and eight trees of different species were 
planted in May and another 70 were planted late in the Fall. These trees 
were planted at 148 different locations. 


During the past ten years, the Department has planted over 1,000 
roadside trees that are growing well and offering shade and color to the 
community. Some of the older trees in Town seem to be on a decline 
and many have to be removed each year. Some of this has been caused by 
construction, some by the hurricanes, some by chemicals but in more 
recent years by the continued drought. There has been a continuing decline 
of ground water levels, brooks and wells are at an all-time low and stream 
flow at present is less than one-fourth of normal. 


INSECT PEST AND IVY CONTROL 


This year the spraying of the elms was contracted out to a professional 
tree company with modern equipment. The combination of this equip- 
ment and new insecticides recommended by the University of Massa- 
chusetts resulted in a job well done. Elimination of most of the sucking 
and chewing insects left the leaves whole, a rich green in color and tre- 
tained them on the trees for a longer period of time. 


Aerial sprayings for mosquitoes were carried on as usual in conjunc- 
tion with the Norfolk County Mosquito Control Project. Catch basins 
and swamp areas were treated, the brook between Ames and Billings St. 
was cleaned as was a section of the brook between Billings St. and North 
Main St. 


Poison ivy spraying was continued along the public ways and in certain 
adjoining areas that are available to public use. Several miles of roadside 
stubble was also treated and this should help to control this most un- 
welcome vine. 


The rat control program was continued at the Town Dump. The pro- 
cedure has been changed and a new method has been put into effect. This 
new program was devised and supervised by the U. S. Department of the 
Interior and so far the results have been excellent. The continuous dis- 
posal of garbage at the dump complicates and makes difficult any rat 
control problem. 


Section 21C of Chapter 94B of the General Laws as established by 
Section 7 of Chapter 521 of the Acts of 1962 provides for the licensing 
of persons who apply pesticides to land of another. Four persons from the 
Department of Public Works were schooled, examined and licenses were 
issued covering various fields of endeavor. It would not have been possible 
to carry out the programs that required the use of pesticides, herbicides 
and rodenticides if these employees had not been licensed by the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health Pesticide Board. 
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DUTCH ELM DISEASE CONTROL 


Complete eradication of Dutch Elm disease now appears impracticable. 
Local control of its spread seems the only practical approach. A reasonably 
effective program is being carried on by the Department. This program 
consists of a dormant and a foliage spray, sanitation of roadside elms, 
isolation of certain elms and maintenance of important elms. 


In order to keep abreast of new developments and techniques perfected 
by the scientists, some members of the Department work closely with the 
personnel of the University of Massachusetts and the Department of 
Natural Resources. This year the University, in conjunction with Shell 
Chemical Co. and J. J. Mauget Co., ran a training school at the Waltham 
Field Station on the proper use of Bidrin, a systemic insecticide. Two 
members of the Department were licensed to use it and the results were 
good. Results in other areas were not as good, however, and the Depart- 
ment will refrain from using this material until such time as a final 
assessment is forthcoming from the University and the Department of 
Natural Resources. 


During 1965 164 elms were removed from 23 streets of the Town. 


PARK DIVISION 


JOSEPH AMOROSINO, Recreation Director 


This past summer marked the second year of successful operation of 
Sharon Memorial Park. The beach hours were extended to 8:00 P.M., 
allowing for residents who come home late in the day to get in a swim. 


The rules governing this area were passed by the Board of Selectmen. 
In addition to these rules are the general orders to be carried out by the 
Recreation Director and his staff. These are: 


1. No car is allowed in parking area unless a car sticker is attached to 
rear window — except that bonafide persons fishing will be allowed to 
park in designated areas. 


2. No person is allowed on the beach unless a tag is visibly attached 
to his or her clothing. 


3. No person is allowed to place any obstruction (such as chairs) 
within five (5) feet of the water’s edge. 


4. Normal hours will be 9:00 A.M. to 8:00 P.M. 


This program is set up under the direction of the Board of Selectmen 
and the Department of Public Works. The gate guards, swimming instruc- 
tors and lifeguards are supervised by the Recreation Director. 


Any person desiring a copy of the rules and regulations covering Sharon 
Memorial Park may obtain it from the Public Work’s Office located in 
the Town Office Building. 
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Report on Swimming Program 


The swimming program was again directed and taught by qualified 
Red Cross Instructors. The program ran for nine weeks and was divided 
into three sessions of three weeks each. 


Assignments to specific classes within a session are made on the first 
day of each session. Each child is tested by one of the swimming instruc- 
tors and, based upon the swimming ability shown at that time, is assigned. 
Thus, it is the student’s ability at the time of testing, not past achievement, 
that determines class assignment. 


Classes were taught from beginner level up through senior lifesaving. 


Two new programs were added to the overall swimming program. One 
being the Swim and Stay Fit program which has as its objective swimming 
50 miles. Thirty-seven people enrolled in this program, one person reach- 
ing 20 miles and several others completing more than 10 miles. The 
other program added was the junior lifesaving team which went into com- 
petition against other towns. The competition was held in Norwood and 
the Sharon team gave an excellent showing, finishing third, behind Wey- 
mouth and Norwood. Sharon was well represented in medals won, as 
Jane Arbuckle won a gold medal for winning the Rear Approach-Head 
Carry championship and Donna Handy winning a silver medal for her 
second-place finish in the Cross Chest Carry. 


These and other new programs are anticipated to be even more success- 
ful in the summer of 1966.

The principle work during the-year was laying of a 12-in. pipe line a 
distance of 2,700 feet, from Marcus Road to Plain Street. This is a part of 
the standpipe project to strengthen the Queen Acres and the Bay Road 
section. Also, it will relieve the Town of Stoughton that has been furnish- 
ing water for 39 homes on Margaret and Leonard Roads.

There are 20 house connections to be transferred over to the 12-in. pipe 
line this coming spring on the Bay Road. This leaves only three houses 
left on the Bay Road in which Stoughton will service and collect the 
revenue. 


The Department also laid a new main on Grove Avenue a distance of 
389 feet. The property owners were supplied through private land from 
East Foxboro Street for over 35 years. 


The new elevated standpipe has been completed and painted, and it is 
connected to the main system throughout the Town. 


The Pumping Station at Station No. Two has been erected and the 
pumping equipment will be installed in the near future. 


All hydrants and valves have been tested and some packed and greased. 
New valves and drips have been replaced due to wear. Two were damaged 
by automobiles and damage paid by insurance. Five were set back to side 
line due to widening of streets. Some valves will have to be packed in the 


spring. 

Fourteen services have been replaced with copper tubing. Most of these 
services have been in use for over 75 years. Ninety-five services were in- 
stalled this year making a total of 3,066. 


I would advise all water takers to try their main shut-offs (next to 
meter) in the early fall and remedy any defect requiring the water to be 
shut off from the street, thus saving the Town and owners any unnecessary 
expense. Cases have occurred where the street valve has been broken in 
shutting off the water for testing purposes which, had it occurred with 
the ground frozen, would have taken one or two days to repair. This 
would prevent water damage to basement or recreation rooms. The owner 
is responsible for all damage that may occur on his property.

REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
ALBERT R. HORAN, JR., Chief 


During the year 1965, there was a total of two hundred twenty-three 
(223) reported auto accidents (21 more than in 1964). Of these acci- 
dents one hundred seventy-one (171) were reported to the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles as required by Chapter 90, Section 26 of the General Laws; 
ninety-seven (97) claimed personal injury and property damage; forty-six 
(46) claimed property damage only; thirty-four (34) claimed personal 
injury only. The remaining fifty-two (52) were minor accidents. In the 
report of accidents released by this office, it was indicated that of the 223 
accidents reported in the town, a total of 45 occurred on Route No. 95 
at or near the interchange of Route No. 1. Following in importance were 
North and South Main Streets where 69 mishaps occurred (39 more 
than in 1964). There were two motor vehicle fatalities resulting from 
these accidents for the year 1965. 


The report also shows that 52 accidents occurred between the hours of 
7:00 a.m. and 12:00 noon and 112 accidents between the hours of 1:00 
p.m. and 8:00 p.m.; Monday, Friday and Saturday were the most dangerous 
days of the week when 109 accidents occurred. Off-the-road accidents were 
the leading type, totalling 69, more than one-fourth of all accidents. Rear- 
end collisions were second with a total of 57, and sideswipe accidents fol- 
lowed with 46. As a result of the report, all motorists are cautioned to 
be especially alert when driving on Route No. 95, when using the inter- 
change of Route No. 1, and in particular at the other locations noted 
above. 
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The department, during said year, responded to one hundred eighty-one 
(181) emergency ambulance calls for transportation of patients to and 
from the various hospitals. 

Our newest appointee, Officer Arthur R. Reid, attended and graduated 
from a six week intensive course at the Brockton Police Academy. Also, 
Officer John F. Butler attended a one week course sponsored by the FBI 
at Wakefield, Massachusetts in firearms instruction. 


On traffic safety, the department cooperated to the fullest extent with 
the Massachusetts Registry of Motor Vehicles, the Massachusetts Safety 
Council, and the Massachusetts Department of Public Safety. A bicycle 
safety program was conducted in conjunction with the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles at the Sharon Elementary School level. During the year, Chief 
Horan attended regular and special meetings of the Massachusetts Police 
Chief's Association, and also the Annual Convention of the New England 
Police Chief's Association. 

The department received sixty-one hundred four (6104) telephone calls 
requesting information and registering complaints. 

Communications from the Registry of Motor Vehicles reported one 
hundred twenty-five (125) licenses as suspended or revoked and six (6) 
registrations revoked. 

During the year the department made service on six hundred sixty-seven 
(667) outside summonses and warrants.

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FIRE ALARM: 


The main lines were grounded out several times, but these problems 
were corrected by removing tree limbs and taking other precautionary 
measures. 


Emergency work that was done included repair of two fire alarm boxes 
which had been hit by cars and damaged. Broken lines were repaired as 
necessary. 


New three-fold alarm boxes replaced the old boxes at the following 
locations:

The money received from the insurance 
company was returned to the E. & D. Account. 


PERSONNEL TRAINING 


Drills were caried out twice a month by Drillmaster Lt. Stanley McLean. 
He also attended classes of the Massachusetts Institute of Fire Instructors 
each month. The drills included practice on ladders, salvage and overhaul- 
ing, ventilation, rescue, inspection, and fire hose streams. Lt. McLean also 
worked with the men on water rescue with boats and skin-diving outfits. 
He also attended a class given by the Boston Edison Co. on the handling 
of high-voltage wires. 


The firemen attended Fire Fighting School at West Bridgewater, May 8 
and 9. This school was conducted by the Plymouth County Fire Chiefs, 
with most of the work and classes run by the Drill Masters Association 
and the State Department of Education. 


Lt. Irving Traut attended a fire alarm school put on by the Gamewell 
Co., in Attleboro.

Schools, public buildings, churches, and stores have been inspected by 
men of our Department along with State Building Inspector Albert James. 


Chief Roach was elected as State Vice President of the New England 
Fire Marshals Association for the sixth year in a row. He was appointed 
to the Civil Defense Fire Mobilization Advisory Committee to work with 
the Director in Norfolk County. Other appointments were to the Legisla- 
tive Committee of the Fire Chiefs’ Association of Massachusetts and the 
Massachusetts Fire Council on Forest Fires. 


Members of the department attended the flag-raising ceremonies held 
at the Sharon Highway Garage, in memory of Arthur A. McLean, a charter 
member of the American Legion Post, Sharon DPW., and Asst. Chief of 
the Fire Department. He was the father of Lt. Stanley McLean.

County, I was called to a meeting at the State House to discuss what steps 
could be taken to prevent fires being set by railroad trains. Present were 
Commissioner of Natural Resources Charles Foster, Chief Fire Warden 
Howard Hurley and representatives of the New Haven and Boston & 
Maine railroads. Subsequently a meeting was held in the Sharon Town 
Offices to see what could be done along the tracks in Canton, Sharon, 
Foxboro, and Mansfield. This meeting was attended by Chief Fire Warden 
Hurley, representatives of the railroad, and fire chiefs from the towns 
along this main line from Boston to Providence. 


Due to the long dry spell, brush fires spread quickly and burned deep 
into the ground, destroying roots and causing trees to topple. I can never 
recall a year like the one just past — the dryest in 140 years. 


REPORT OF MILK INSPECTOR 
PUTNAM STEELE, Inspector 


Inspection of Food Service Establishments was started during the year. 
The inspection of eating places, school lunch kitchens and markets is a 
program included in Article X of the State Sanitary Code. As well as 
Sanitary inspections, there were bacteria swab counts made of utensils used 
in dispensing food to the public to determine bacteria count. Report of 
the inspection is left with the management of the establishments as well 
as a copy to the Board of Health. The report shows items not satisfactory 
and advice is given as to correction required. Some improvements have 
been made, but enforcement of the program will be continued to raise 
and maintain sanitary standards. 


Laboratory analysis of milk and cream sold in town has been made on 
a monthly basis. Quality standards have been found very high and this 
can be maintained by cooperation of milk dealers and constant testing of 
dairy products.

During 1965, financial assistance and social services were rendered to 
needy, dependent individuals and family groups under the programs of 
Medical Assistance for the Aged, Old Age Assistance, Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children, Disability Assistance and General Relief. 


Eligibility and extent of financial assistance to clients are determined by 
laws and regulations of the Federal and State governments. These govern- 
ments contribute substantial funds for both categorical assistance and 
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administrative expenditures. The Federal and State agencies conduct con- 
tinuous audits and reviews to determine the degree of local conformity to 
existing regulations and the maximum amount of federal-state financial 
participation. 


Cash grants are issued to qualifying individuals and family groups, ac- 
cording to state standards, under each program with the exception of 
Medical Assistance for the Aged. All programs, however, assure compre- 
hensive medical care coverage. In 1965 medical payments were made for 
the following: acute and chronic hospital care; rehabilitation clinic serv- 
ices; Out-patient department services; nursing home care; physicians and 
specialists services; dental, eye and foot care; physiotherapy; prosthetic 
appliances, prescribed medication, ambulance service, X-rays, and labor- 
atory tests. 


Case work services are an integral part of each program and are offered 
to individuals and family groups according to specific case needs. Each case 
is visited regularly by our agency worker. Frequent home interviews are 
made in those cases requiring intensified services. Collateral contacts are 
made as necessary. 


The quality and quantity of case work service is a factor determining 
the extent of Federal and State reimbursement for administrative costs. 
During 1965 the Federal and State governments assumed approximately 
84 per cent of all administrative expenditures. 


The following is the list of 1965 categorical assistance expenditures and 
the breakdown of governmental costs (subject to final audits by the Fed- 
eral and State agencies):

All persons at the commencement of a license period is, or who during 
any license period becomes, the owner or keeper of a dog three months 
old or over which is not duly licensed, and the owner or keeper of a dog 
when it becomes three months old during a license period, shall cause it to 
be licensed, registered, described, and numbered until the end of such 
license period, and the owner or keeper of a dog so licensed, registered, 
described, and numbered during any license period, in order to own or 
keep such dog after the beginning thereof, cause it to be registered, num- 
bered, described and licensed for such period. 
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Please remember that your dog, when lost, can easily be returned to 
you when it is wearing its tag. Spayed females $3.00, males $3.00, and 
females $6.00.

REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 


CHARLES L. COLTER, JR., Inspector 


I respectfully submit my report as Animal Inspector from September 
24, 1965 through December 31, 1965. 


During the year, the inspection of all dairy cattle, horses, swine and 
goats was made and the condition and cleanliness of the premises where 
they were kept was noted. 


All dogs involved in medically reported cases of dog bite were quar- 
antined under Massachusetts State Law. 


Cases of dog bite continue to be high. The average is one every third 
day. Rhode Island had during the year a clinically verified case of rabies. 
As a preventive, all dogs should be inoculated with an anti-rabies vaccine.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


ARTHUR W. DANIELSON, Superintendent 


The support given to the Public Schools in the Town of Sharon by 
the citizens is most gratifying. 


When the new Junior High School was approved by the Town in 
September, a new phase of educational development came into view for 
Sharon. It would appear that all of us connected with education have a 
mandate from the public to continue the fine work accomplished in the 
past; then to go on to further heights in developing the educational pro- 
gram in Sharon so that it will be one of the best in the State of Massa- 
chusetts. 
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When one considers that Sharon is by no means a wealthy town, 
in fact, out of the three hundred and fifty-one cities and towns in Massa- 
chusetts, Sharon ranks two hundred and fiftieth in its wealth behind each 
census child. This fact makes the desire and the willingness to support 
excellent schools much more significant. 


All of us connected with education will do our best to educate the 
children in Sharon so that they can develop their potential to the fullest, 
and at the same time use good judgment in achieving this goal, both in 
financial and educational terms. 


At the present time we have excellent relations with many of the 
colleges around greater Boston. During the 1965 school year, we have 
had cooperative arrangements with Boston University, Lesley College, 
Northeastern University, Simmons College, Emerson College, Bridgewater 
State College, and Stonehill College. The Education Opportunity class 
started at the Junior High School has received commendations from the 
State Department of Education, and has received approval from the State 
for a reimbursement of $9,000, under Chapter 650, of the State Laws. 
Under Chapter 651 the Town of Sharon has also received approval for a 
reimbursement of approximately $5,000 for the Academically Talented 
class. These reimbursements go directly into the Town Treasury. 


Enrollment — The enrollment in October, 1965, was 3459 pupils, an 
increase of 105 over the previous year. Approximately 30% of the town’s 
population attend schools at the present time. 


Teachers — During the past year 19 teachers joined our teaching staff. 
Five of this number were hired to fill new positions, while the other 14 
wete replacements for teachers leaving our system. Due to the increases 
in the enrollment and the large per-pupil-teacher ratio, it has been found 
necessary to add 17 new teachers to the staff starting in September of 1966. 
This will mean that the primary grades will have a ratio of 25 students 
to 1 teacher; Grades 4, 5, and 6 will have 30 to 1; junior through high 
school will have 25 to 1. 


Elementary Education — For several years the elementary schools in 
Sharon have been experimenting with the non-graded primary unit. This 
type of organization has been moving along quite smoothly so that it now 
appears that by September of 1966 all of the elementary schools in Sharon 
will be completely non-graded, and will be called primary units. These 
units will be located at the Cottage, East, and Heights Elementary Schools. 
High Street and School Street Schools will no longer be used to house 
elementary children. Space in these buildings will be used for other pur- 
poses. 


There have been many questions asked by parents this year about the 
non-graded plan. Most of the questions had to do with the organizational 
pattern rather than what will be happening to the children enrolled in our 
elementary schools. Some of the things which happen to a youngster in 
a non-graded school are: 


enn 


What is taught more nearly fits the individual needs of each child. 
They are allowed to progress at their own speed. 


They are grouped with children of like interests and ability, oftentimes 
by subject matter area. 


Marks are eliminated; parent conferences are substituted. 

Teacher strengths are used to the best advantage. 

Team teaching becomes an integral part of the non-graded system. 
Pressures upon students are reduced. 


We welcome and encourage parents’ visits to the schools at any time 
to see our program in operation. 


Intermediate Unit — During this year Grades 5 and 6 have been 
undergoing a transition in preparation for the development of an Inter- 
mediate Unit. This Unit, of approximately 600 pupils, will be housed at 
Pleasant Street School and the present Junior High School. The program 
will be one involving team-teaching throughout. There will be an ad- 
vanced group in both Grades 5 and 6 housed at the Pleasant Street School. 


Juntor High School — When we occupy the new Junior High School 
on Mountain Street in the Fall of 1966, our present program will be trans- 
ferred to the new building. Depending upon our success in receiving Fed- 
eral Funds through projects, the development of the planetarium and 
closed-circuit television will be pending. In general the school will be 
arranged in clusters according to the major subject-matter areas, with 
large-group and small-group instruction a part of the program. Ample 
provisions are being made for special education, reading, foreign language 
teaching, shop, music, physical education, arts and crafts. A fine library, 
capable of seating one hundred and nineteen pupils, will also be available. 


High School — Sharon High School continues to carry out an excellent 
program preparing our students well for the future. During the year 1965, 
the Art Department, Music Department, and General Education Depart- 
ment were expanded. Starting in September of 1966, Spanish, English, 
Shop, and Mathematics teachers will be added. 


The teachers in the high school are currently preparing for the Evalu- 
ation of the High School by the New England Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools. The teachers in all Departments must rate their school 
according to an evaluation criteria document furnished by the Evaluating 
Committee. In September of 1966, approximately fifty educators from 
every section of Massachusetts will converge upon Sharon High School 
to spend three days evaluating the school. We are confident that the 
changes made in the program at Sharon High School during the past 
decade will result in an excellent report from the Evaluation Committee 
when it is made public in the Fall of 1966. 


Area Vocational School — At the present time the Southeastern 
Vocational School, of which Sharon is a part, is being constructed on 
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Route 106, in Easton. Students will be entering this school in September, 
1966, or in January, 1967. Sharon will probably send fifteen to twenty- 
five students when it opens, depending upon the entrance requirements. 
When this school has a full six-year program in operation, we will 
probably have eighty students attending this school. 


Adult Education — The Adult Education Program, now in its second 
year under School Committee sponsorship, is continuing to expand. Courses ° 
involve sewing, knitting, rug braiding, ceramics, investments, sketching, 
painting and badminton. Classes meet Mondays through Thursdays at 
the high school and junior high school buildings, from 7:00 to 10:00 p.m. 
Mr. Nelson Rebello, a member of the high school faculty, is the Director 
of Adult Education for the Town of Sharon. 


Federal Atd, Elementary and Secondary — Education Act of 1965. 
Public Law 89-10 — During 1965 the United States Government made 
available to the various States several billions of dollars under a Federal 
Aid to Education Act. In order to receive funds, a community must sub- 
mit projects for each activity. At the present time we have applied for a 
cooperative educational research grant involving Stoughton, Canton, and 
Sharon, asking for a Planning Center. Funds requested for this Center 
amount to $37,000. We are also requesting funds in all of the major 
curriculum areas, elementary through high school, including a planetarium, 
language laboratory, and closed-circuit television at the new junior high 
school. At the present time we are applying for federal funds under 
Public Law 874 for Federal Impacted Areas. Under this Act, children of 
parents who work on federal property are eligible for reimbursement to 
the Town of Sharon. In October of 1965, our census showed that we 
were eligible for approximately $20,000 of Federal Funds. Another census 
will be taken on May 1, 1966, which will finally determine if we will 
receive the full entitlement. 


Maintenance — Last summer major renovations were completed on 
the Pleasant Street School. The Junior High School also received much 
attention. The only large job left is the kitchen at the Junior High School. 
This will be scheduled for 1967. 


The truck purchased this year has greatly improved our maintenance 
program. 


Summer School — The Summer School of 1965 was well attended and 
very successful. Operation Discovery became an important part of the 
summer session. Fifty children from the Dorchester-Roxbury area were 
transported each day for six weeks for instruction. School authorities in 
Boston have written to express appreciation for the program and have 
expressed a deep interest in continuing it for another year. 


I would like to express my appreciation to the teachers, and all members 
of the staff for their hard work on curriculum and other committees, and 
their fine cooperative spirit. To my administrative staff, I express my deep 
thanks for their wholehearted cooperation. To the School Committee, for 
its warm, friendly counsel, and for its conscientious devotion to its civic 
responsibility, I extend my full appreciation.

REPORT OF THE 
SHARON JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE

At the Special Town Meeting in September, 1965, the Junior High 
School Building Committee presented plans and specifications for a new 
junior high school and, by special article, the townspeople authorized the 
expenditure of $2,565,000.00 for its construction. That sum was based 
on the lowest acceptable responsible bid received from one of several 
general contractors who bid for the job prior to the Special Town Meet- 
ing. After the Town Meeting the Committee accepted that low bidder as 
the general contractor. 
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One of the unsuccessful bidders filed a protest with the Department 
of Labor and Industry, claiming that it was entitled to the award of the 
contract, even though such an award would increase the cost of the 
school by at least $98,000.00. A hearing was conducted at the State House 
and counsel for the Department rendered a decision favorable to the 
protesting contractor. 


Because the action of the Department, if followed, would cause the 
Committee to exceed the budget approved at the Special Town Meeting 
and, further, because the Committee believed that money could be saved 
if new bids were received, the Committee thereupon withdrew the award 
to the previously selected general contractor, rejected all of the original 
bids and invited subcontractors and general contractors to submit new 
bids for the job. 


Once again the same unsuccessful general contractor filed a protest 
with the Department of Labor and Industry. In addition, the contractor 
brought suit against the Committee to restrain it from opening the new 
bids. A second hearing was conducted at the State House and before a 
decision was rendered, arguments were presented in the Equity Session 
at Suffolk Superior Court on the motion of the contractor for a temporary 
restraining order. On the day before the scheduled bid opening, the judge 
rejected the motion of the protesting contractor and allowed the Com- 
mittee to proceed. 


The bids were opened on schedule and the new low bid was almost 
$30,000.00 less than the initial low bid. The Committee accepted the 
new low bid. 


Subsequently, counsel for the Committee convinced the protesting con- 
tractor that its suit against the Committee should be withdrawn and the 
contractor dismissed the suit. As a result of the successful termination of 
the legal proceedings, the Committee was able to reduce by $40,000.00 
the total construction budget originally approved at the Special Town 
Meeting. 


The Committee wishes to express publicly its appreciation of regular 
and special Town Counsel who represented the Town and the Committee 
through this difficult period. Their advocacy made it possible for the 
Town to save an amount which represents almost $1.00 on the tax rate. 


Rocheford Construction Co. of .Natick was awarded the contract and 
work began at the site about November 1, 1965. During the last two 
months of 1965, substantial progress was made. Much of the site prepa- 
ration has been completed and all the footings and more than two-thirds 
of the foundation walls have been poured. The plumbing and electrical 
subcontractors have begun their work, and they will be able to continue 
working throughout the winter. Steel erection will begin the last week in 
January, 1966. The contractor expects to have classroom space available 
in September and the completion of the building is scheduled for October 


31, 1966.

Sharon's represéntative on this committee is pleased to report on a year 
of general progress and development relatively unmarked by any major 
problems or reversals. This report can best be made by briefly summarizing 
the highlights of the year’s activities. 


A. FINANCE AND CONSTRUCTION 


ue 


During early 1965, the various legal and financial requirements 
were completed with the approval of the appropriate federal, 
state and banking authorities. 


The land for the school was purchased for $35,000 in May. 


Final architectural plans were approved and the contract put 
out for bid shortly thereafter. 


Edward R. Marden Corp. was the successful bidder and the con- 
struction contract was signed on June 26, with the formal 
ground-breaking ceremony taking place on July 7. 


It is worth noting that all deadlines were met in sufficient 
time to permit the town to be eligible for all state and federal 
funds to which it is entitled because of activities accomplished 


1965. 


The bond issue sale took place on August 17, with a syndicate 
headed by the First Boston Corporation receiving the award. 


B. ADMINISTRATIVE 


i 


The Regional Committee has met regularly twice a month, ex- 
cept for summer months, in accordance with its by-laws. 


2. Various sub-committees on such subjects as Personnel, Construc- 


3. 


tion, and Finance have also been meeting regularly to work on 
current activities and establish long-range plans and policies. 


In addition to the Superintendent-Director, the staff has been 
expanded to include a Guidance Counselor, a part-time Treas- 
urer and the necessary clerical personnel. 


C. CURRENT STATUS 


1. Construction is on schedule and the committee is more than 


satisfied with the progress being made. Relationships with the 
architect and the contractor have been satisfactory in every 
respect. 
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2. The budget for 1966 has been approved and is in the possession 
of each of the member municipalities. Sharon’s share for 1966 
is $19,859 of which $15,215 is attributable to capital costs and 
debt payments, with the balance attributed to operating costs. 


The Town can expect to receive directly from the state, 
$23,506 by virtue of its being a member of the Regional Dis- 
trict. 


However, it is only fair to point out that a “profit” such as 
this should not be expected in the years in the immediate future 
as the operating costs will increase as time goes on, especially 
in the early years until the school is in full operation. 


Every effort is being made to obtain our proper share of 
whatever state and federal funds become available. The com- 
mittee has been successful so far and it has every reason to be 
optimistic about the future. Unfortunately, specific amounts 
and dates of payment cannot be established for reasons beyond 
our control. 


3. Advisory committees, consisting of individuals representative 
of the various trades and occupations, will be appointed shortly 
work with the Superintendent and Department Heads in con- 
nection with the equipment and curriculum content in the fields 
in which they are most familiar. 


4. It is conceivable that the school might be ready for partial 
occupancy in early 1967. Nevertheless, the committee voted to 
open the school formally in September, 1967, due to the prac- 
tical difficulties of trying to obtain staff, enroll students from 
nine communities, and commence a new curriculum in the mid- 
dle of a school year. Safety and legal factors were also taken 
into consideration in making this decision. 


The committee is sincere in its belief that the work done in the past and 
to be done in the future, together with the financial assistance being pro- 
vided, will result in many benefits and advantages to the member munici- 
palities in the years to come.

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Sabin Oral Polio Vaccine was given to pre-school children from 2 
months of age in 1965 as follows:

Even with the free polio clinics, there seems to be parental apathy to 
providing this protection as the number of births this year was more than 
150. 


The Vaccination Assistance Program to publicize mainly tetanus toxoid 
injections for adults, particularly women, has not been received with any 
enthusiasm. Posters were displayed, letters sent to local organizations, and 
articles placed in our newspapers. The response has been negligible as 
the injectable biologicals refrigerated in the Board of Health office have 
not decreased. 


Nursing calls are made to residents by a doctor’s order to the Public 
Health Nurse. No nursing procedure can be done without such an order.

There was one patient in Norfolk County Hospital in 1965. 
Sixteen deaths occurred within the Town of Sharon. 
There were no births reported in 1965. Other deaths and births of 


residents took place, for the most part in the surrounding towns. 
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One hundred ten permits for the installation of new sewage disposal 
systems or for repairs to existing systems were issued in 1965. Inspection 
and approval of the required plot plans, and of the complete installation, 
when conforming to the state and local regulations, has been efficiently 
handled by Mr. Russell H. Babcock, the Board of Health Consulting Engi- 
neer. His services, like those of Mrs. Smith have contributed most sub- 
stantially to the performance of Board of Health duties. 


A total of $2966 was received by the Board of Health during 1965 
and turned over to the Town Treasurer. This sum consists of various fees 
for licenses, permits and the Public Health Nurse’s fees. Mrs. Ruth E. 
Smith, R.N., Sharon’s Public Health Nurse, had another busy year, as her 
report demonstrates. The Board of Health feels Sharon is very well served 
by Mrs. Smith as our Public Health Nurse. 


Constant effort is maintained to improve the garbage collection service 
in Sharon. Every report to the Board of Health showing failure to col- 
lect or other problem is promptly investigated and remedial action taken. 


DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


WILLIAM B. KEATING, Director 


During the past year this Department processed 25 cases involving 
Veterans of the Mexican Border, World War I, World War II and the 
Korean conflict. The sum of $15,928.11 was expended in cash grants for 
food, shelter, and clothing or for payment of hospital, medical, fuel and 
other necessary expenses. Benefiting from this program’ were 25 veterans 
representing 90 individuals. The Town of Sharon will be reimbursed by 
the sum of approximately $7,964.05 by the Commonwealth as its share of 
the program. 


Many veterans and their dependents sought the assistance of this office 
processing forms for other Veterans’ Benefits such as pensions, burial 
expenses, grave markers, hospitalization etc. In many cases, the securing 
of hospitalization, pensions, Social Security Disability, and other benefits 
have greatly reduced the payments made through this office. 


The Department of Veterans’ Services, acting as an agent for Local 
Board No. 120 of the Selective Service System, registered 94 young men 
from Sharon during the year 1965. This office which is located on the 
second floor of the Town Office Building, is open Monday, Tuesday, and 
Thursday evenings from 7:00 P.M. to 9:00 P.M. and on Saturdays from 
9:00 A.M. to 12:00 Noon. We would like to remind all of the young men 
of Sharon who have attained their 18th birthday that they must register 
for the draft on or within 5 days of that birthday.

CIRCULATION 


The circulation for the Adult Library showed a slight increase in 1965. 
The circulation for the Children’s Library showed a drop, but this is actu- 
ally a matter of the method of accounting for the books circulated at the 
elementary schools. The actual circulation for the Children’s Library is 
substantially equal to that in 1964. 


BOOK COLLECTION 


The Trustees are again seriously concerned over thé problem of enlarg- 
ing the collection, both in number of volumes and quality. Although there 
should be an organized withdrawal of obsolete books, this is not done 
at present. The withdrawals are practically all due to wearing out of 
books. Over:a five-year period, the withdrawals have averaged 800 volumes 
per year, with an increasing trend. The net gain in the collection during 
1965 was 2,415 volumes, of which 362 were gifts. 


The total inventory of books stands at 27,245. To meet the standards 
of the American Library Association, the collection should be at least 
33,300 volumes. The goal is to increase the collection to 45,000 volumes 
by 1975. In order to meet this goal, the amount in the budget for the 
purchase of books must be increased. In addition to withdrawals, there 
are losses of books which must be allowed for. Each year the purchase 
price of the volumes has increased and in upgrading the quality of the 
books, the more expensive books are being purchased. The amount of 
money currently in the budget is not adequate and must be increased in 
the years to come, if the collection is to be brought up to standard. 
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SHARON BICENTENNIAL 


Mrs. Hosmer represented the Board on the Bicentennial Committee. 
Many citizens visited the Historical Room at the Library during the year. 
Through the financial assistance of the Friends of the Library, the artistic 
assistance of Mr. Sol Levenson, and the cooperation of the Sharon High- 
way Department, the Library was able to have an attractive float in the 
Bicentennial Parade. The float was awarded Honorable Mention. 


TRUST FUNDS 


At the Town Meeting in March, 1965, the Town voted: That the Town 
authorize the Trustees of the Sharon Public Library to act as Trustees of 
a fund to be known as the Library Trust Fund, to accept from time to 
time gifts and bequests of money, stocks and securities for deposit into 
said Fund, and to invest said Fund in accordance with the Statutes of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts pertaining to public trust funds, and to 
use the interest or dividends earned by said Fund and at times portions 
of the principal, if in accordance with the provisions of the gifts and 
bequests, for the purchase of books or assets for the Sharon Public Library 
and to render annually an accounting of said Fund to the Town. 


This empowered the Trustees to accept gifts for the Library Trust 
Fund without need for a special article in the Warrant for each such gift. 
During 1965 no gifts were made to this Fund. The Trustees believe that 
as more people learn about this Fund, it will provide an additional source 
of revenue for the Library through which the collection may be enriched. 


There are at present eight other trust funds totaling about $8,500.00 
administered by the Trustees. The income from these funds during 1965 
was $312.06. The funds are mainly invested in savings banks and building 
and loan associations. 


OTHER INCOME 


Through state legislation, the Library applied for state funds in the 
amount of $2,517.50 during 1965, which went into the general funds of 
the Town and were included in the amount appropriated for the Library 
budget at the Annual Town Meeting. 

During 1965, the Library collected $2,890.31 in fines, lost books and 
replacement cards. 


The Trustees did not expend the full amount allocated for salaries 
because of not finding a qualified candidate for Assistant Managing Li- 
brarian and so were able to “return” to the Town $2,303.72. 


In calculating the effect of the Library Budget upon the tax rate, this 
total of $7,711.53 should be borne in mind. 


MAINTENANCE 


In keeping with the systematic maintenance program, the outside trim 
of the original Library building was painted, as well as sections of the 
interior of the Children’s Room. Also, a sump pump was installed in the 
boiler room, two fans and replacement windows in the Adult Library, 
and an electric heater in the staff workroom.

Noting the hazard created by automobiles driven through the back 
corner of the Library lot from the store property onto the property of 
the New England Telephone & Telegraph Company, the trustees auth- 
orized the installation of a fence. 


The most noticeable improvement was the removal of the overgrown 
shrubs in the front of the building and the new planting. Mrs. Hosmer 
supervised this project. Additional shrubs will be added this coming 
spring. 

The sign outside the Children’s Library was lettered, as we anticipate 
no further change in hours of opening.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


Mrs, ESTHER CHASE, Administrative Librarian 


The year 1965 was one of expanding and improving the book collection 
and library services. We have reached a point where supplementation of 
existing services has been achieved by the addition of a number of im- 
portant reference books, a classified pamphlet file for government peri- 
odicals, maps and related materials, recordings and sheet music. The use 
which is being made of these services, though barely adequate in scope at 
the present time, is sufficient to indicate the wisdom of their inclusion. 


Emphasis in book selection during the year has been in the non- 
fiction areas where demand is the largest. It is gratifying to note that 
requests for adult reference assistance have nearly doubled, and that we 
are able to fill most requests for basic information in widely ranging 
fields of knowledge. 


Although the anticipated development of the Eastern Regional Library 
Association has not taken place on schedule, we have been able to offer 
interlibrary loan service in conjunction with the Boston Public Library, 
which took over the operation from the Massachusetts Division of Library 
Extension in February. Sixty-six requests out of 80 for books not held in 
our collection have been filled, and the balance were unobtainable because 
of restricted use within the Boston Public Library. We offer this service 
freely to anyone needing specialized information on the basis of one to 
two-week delivery. 


A Great Books Discussion Group is meeting regularly at the library on 
alternate Thursday nights, under the direction of Mr. William Rosenfield. 
The public is cordially invited to attend and enjoy the stimulation of an 
exchange of ideas. Meeting on a monthly schedule are the Book Review 
Section and the American Heritage Committee of the Fortnightly Club of 
Sharon. 


Once again, the American Heritage Committee has provided many 
interesting displays for the historical corner, one on the life of Deborah 
Sampson and one of old photographs of the Town of Sharon. 


The popular story hours continue on Wednesday afternoons at 2:00 
P.M. and 3:15 P.M. with Mrs. Phyllis Fazzio, Mrs. Donna Johnson and 
Mrs. Helena Marcotte as storytellers. 


The Junior Friends of the Library meet once a month on Saturday 
afternoons at 2:00 P.M. All fourth, fifth, and sixth graders are invited to 
join and participate in a variety of interesting programs. 


The Summer Reading Program theme this year was a trip to the moon 
and return. Three hundred and fifty boys and girls embarked, and a very 
large percent landed safely, having read eighteen or more books. This 
June, at the close of the school semester, enrollment will open for all 
elementary school pupils in a new and different club. 


There were two exhibits of local art held at the Library this year, one 
by Miss Judith C. Wright of Boston in the spring and one by Mr. Stephen 
York of Waban during the month of November. In addition, Mr. Donald 
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Kreutzer, art director for the elementary schools, exhibited student art 
several times during the year, including some excellent work done by 
students at the Junior High School under the direction of Miss Brenda 
Atwood. 

We thank the many volunteer students who have assisted in our work 
during the past year. Some were members of the Junior High School 
library club, supervised by Mrs. Naomi Wayne, Junior High School 
Librarian. 

We have also been assisted regularly by Mrs. Betty Colaneri, Mrs. Faith 
Albert and Mrs. Charlotte Blank, who have volunteered their services to a 
variety of projects. We thank them for their willingness and loyalty.

REPORT OF CIVIL DEFENSE AUTHORITY 


WALTER E. O’NEIL, Director 


It is difficult to keep an organization in a state of readiness without 
something to practice on but that is usually the case with a good part of 
the Civil Defense team. We are fortunate in having a fine Medical Sec- 
tion but they will only have occasion to work together in a major emerg- 
ency. The radiological team is adequate but if there is no fall-out they 
have little to do. However, this year provided more activity than usual 
for Civil Defense and some of the sections were able to assist the regular 
Town departments in unusual ¢ircumstances. 


In the spring, during the hunt for a lost child, we provideed communi- 
cation equipment and personnel. The Special Police assisted in the search, 
and the Department of Public Works set up and operated the Civil De- 
fense generators and lights. The Transportation Group aided other mem- 
bers in the distribution of food to the searchers. 
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During the 4th of July and Bi-centennial Celebrations, the Special 
Police were on duty much of the time to handle the extra traffic and 
patrol work. The Medical Section set up two First-Aid Stations, with two 
registered nurses and a doctor on duty at the Sacred Heart School and at 
the Town Office Building. Extra communications were also provided at 
this time. 


At different times, the group has been able to assist the Fire Depart- 
ment by providing food and drink at the serious woods fires. Special 
Police also assisted in traffic control at this time. Communications teamed 
up again with the Special Police to provide extra patrols on Halloween. 
The black-out on November 9 provided a large scale test for the whole 
organization. Forty nurses were alerted and on standby, while Special 
Police, Communications, and Transportation had most of their people 
report for duty. The Department of Public Works set up and operated 
our generators. The Control Center was activated and prepared for any 
emergency. Fortunately the public responded so well that unusual situ- 
ations did not develop. 


This same week we had an alert for another lost child and aided the 
Police Department at this time with communications and manpower. 
We sponsored a Medical self-help class which was taught by a group of 
nurses and had a doctor in attendance. Those who took the course were 
very pleased with the material. 


The Control. Center at the Town Office Building is open Monday 
nights from 7 P.M. till 9 P.M. or later for those who might wish informa- 
tion or are willing to join.

The composition of the Sharon Personnel Board changed during 1965. 
Robert J. Cartwright was appointed to replace Frank A. Chase and Frank 
Harris, a member of the Board at its inception, was re-appointed to replace 
Bernard Wax. William Eastman and Arthur Collins were elected to their 
seventh terms as Chairman and Secretary, respectively. 

Several significant events occurred during the year or are proposed for 
1966. The enlargement of the Fire Department resulted in a number of 
higher classifications for supervisory personnel. 

Requests for re-classifications of many positions as well as the regular 
three-year review of the Public Works Department placed an unusually 
heavy burden on the Board. All reviews were completed, however, as well as 
requests for special salary studies, fringe benefits studies and other matters. 

As a result of salary surveys, the Board recommends in 1966 an increase 
in the maximums of nearly all jobs which come under its jurisdiction. This 
will be the first time in four years that the Board has recommended an 
increase and the first time the maximums will be raised on a selective 
basis. Three new step rates will be added to most maximums. However, 
where the addition of three steps moved the jobs too high in the survey, 
the Board has recommended only two steps. 

The voters at Town Meeting will be asked to amend the Personnel 
By-Law to make all salary increases above $7,500 merit steps rather than 
automatic steps. It is believed by the Personnel Board, the Board of Select- 
men, and the Warrant Committee that progress beyond $7,500 should be 
based strictly on merit and not just longevity in a particular job. 

Working closely with the School Department, the Board approved a 
new organizational structure for custodial services and new pay schedules 
for cafeteria personnel. 

A policy was also established relative to vacations for employees who 
are permanently employed but on a short-hour basis. 

The Board is grateful for the fine spirit of cooperation that it received 
from employees and from all other boards and committees in the Town.

REPORT OF AN AUDIT OF THE ACCOUNT

Sir: 
In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the books 


and accounts of the town of Sharon for the fiscal year ending December 
31, 1964, and report thereon as follows: 


An examination and verification was made of the recorded financial 
transactions of the town as shown on the books of the several departments 
receiving money for the town or committing bills for collection. 


The town accountant’s ledger accounts were analyzed, the receipts be- 
ing checked with the treasurer's cash book, while the payments were 
compared with the warrants authorizing them and with the treasurer’s 
records of payments. The appropriation accounts and loan authorizations 
were checked with the town clerk’s records of town meeting proceedings 
and the recorded transfers from the reserve fund were compared with the 
warrant committee’s authorizations. The necessary adjusting entries re- 
sulting from the audit were made, and a balance sheet, which is appended 
to this report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the town 
on December 31, 1964. 


The surety bonds of the several town officials required to file them for 
the faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to 
be in proper form. ' 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed and compared with 
the records in the several departments in which charges originatd or in 
which cash was collected for the town and with other sources from which 
money was paid into the town treasury, while the payments were com- 
pared with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the treasurer to disburse 
town funds. 


The cash book additions were verified, and the cash balance on Janu- 
uary 16, 1965 was proved by actual count of the cash in the office, by 
reconciliation of the bank balances with statements certified by the banks 
of deposit, and by verification of the securities in safekeeping. 


The payments of maturing debt and interest were proved with the 
amounts falling due and with the cancelled securities and coupons on 
file. The outstanding coupons were listed and reconciled with the bal- 
ances in the bond and coupon accounts as certified by the banks of deposit. 


The securities and savings bank books representing the investments 
of the trust and investment funds were examined and listed, the income 
being proved and all transactions and balances being verified. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town were ex- 
amined and checked. The transfers to the tax title account were compared

treasurer's recorded receipts, the foreclosures were verified, and the tax 
titles and tax possessions on hand were listed, reconciled with the con- 
trolling accounts in the general ledger, and checked with the records at 
the Registry of Deeds. 


The employees’ Iedger cards for payroll deductions on account of 
Federal and State taxes, group insurance, county retirement system, and 
union dues were examined, checked and reconciled with the respective 
controls in the town accountant’s general ledger. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The tax, excise, assessment, departmental and water 
accounts outstanding according to the previous examination, as well as all 
subsequent commitment lists, were audited and compared with the war- 
rants issued for their collection. The payments to the treasurer were veri- 
fied, the recorded abatements were checked with the records in the 
assessors’ and other departments authorized to grant such credits, the 
tax title transfers were verified, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and proved. 


The collector's cash balance January 16, 1965 was proved by actual 
count of the cash in the office and by reconciliation of the bank balance 
with a statement certified by the bank of deposit. 


_ Further verification of the outstanding tax, excise, assessment, depart- 
mental, and water accounts was made by mailing notices to a number of 
persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
and from the replies received thereto it appears that the accounts, as listed, 
are correct. 


The records of the deferred revenue accounts were examined. The 
payments in advance were checked, the amounts due and added to taxes 
were verified, and the apportionments due in future years were listed and 
proved with the town accountant’s ledger accounts. 


The town clerk’s accounts pertaining to dog and sporting licenses 
issued and to the collection of miscellaneous fees were examined and 
checked. The recorded payments to the treasurer were verified and the 
cash on hand was proved by actual count. 

The records of receipts of the board of selectmen and the sealer of 
weights and measures, and of the police, building, health, school, library, 
and park departments, as well as of all other departments collecting money 
for the town or committing bills for collection, were examined and 
checked, the recorded collections being compared with the treasurer’s 
receipts.

Warrant Committee preparations for the year 1965 began in September, 
1964 with the review of proposed Town operating budgets. This work 
continued on a two night a week basis until January when the budget 
work was virtually completed. As a part of this work the 12 member 
Warrant Committee is divided into sub-committees with each sub-com- 
mittee being primarily responsible for the initial review of the budgets 
of certain departments. The sub-committee then co-ordinates the activ- 
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ities of the Warrant Committee with their assigned departments until all 
budgets have been reviewed and the various departments informed of our 
recommendations. 


Starting in January and continuing until Town Meeting time, the Com- 
mittee concerned itself primarily with a review and study of the Special 
Articles to be considered by the Annual Town Meeting. 


The Warrant Committee is required by law to consider all municipal 
questions and to make reports and recommendations thereon to the Town, 
see General Laws, Chapter 39, Section 16. This, of course, requires the 
Warrant Committee to consider items that are not necessarily financial in 
nature and is the reason you find this Committee reporting on such matters 
as the addition of an Executive Secretary or a change in the Town By- 
Laws. A great deal of time is spent by this Committee preparing recom- 
mendations for the Annual Town Meeting on these Articles as well as 
those dealing primarily with financial matters. 


For a full report on the 1965 Annual Town Meeting we recommend a 
study of the 1965 Annual Warrant. This document, in addition to our 
recommendations on the various Articles coming before the Meeting, con- 
tains a report of the Warrant Committee to the Town Meeting setting 
forth in detail the financial status of our Town. This report, with the ex- 
ception of the specific figures used is still timely and details the problems 
we continue to face. 


In summary form the 1965 Annual Town Meeting was faced with 
raising the gross amount of $3,194,512 which, when reduced by estimated 
receipts and available funds of $898,250, required the Town to actually 
raise $2,296,262 by taxation on property. This led to-an estimated tax rate 
of $86.50. However, the Board of Assessors, in conformity with state law, 
placed the Town on a 100 per cent of valuation basis for the assessment 
of property and set the new tax rate at $42.50. 


The work of the Warrant Committee continued through the summer 
months to prepare its recommendations for the Special Town Meeting in 
September. While this special meeting was originally called to consider 
the construction of a Junior High School many other articles were sub- 
mitted for consideration. These included the request for a swimming pool 
for the new Junior High and a zoning change to control the handling of 
gravel in the Town, both of which were quite controversial. In all, the 
Special Town Meeting considered 14 articles in a meeting which lasted 
until midnight. As we all know, the Town voted to construct the new 
Junior High School and work has already commenced on this project. 


Your Committee has done its best to make sensible recommendations 
to the Town in recognition of the ever-increasing burden on the local 
property owner. We seem to be faced with a constantly widening spread 
between expenditures and income and until this spread is stopped we 
must face an increasing tax rate. That this trend will continue into the 
year 1966 is already apparent. Our state government has failed to enact 
any new tax program and with our review of 1966 operating budgets 
completed it is apparent that once again expenditures will greatly exceed 
income.

REPORT OF THE 
TRANSPORTATION ADVISORY BOARD

The interest of this Board has continued to focus on the public trans- 
portation needs of the Town. The New Haven Railroad service to Boston 
has provided the daily means of travel to and from the Boston Area for 
approximately 500-600 people, the same levels as in previous years. How- 
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ever, formal petitions to discontinue all passenger service were served to 
the I.C.C. by the New Haven in 1965. A hearing scheduled for January 17, 
at Boston received notice by Sharon’s Board of Selectmen of its opposition 
to this petition. The Transportation Board supplied the Selectmen with 
data on commuter usage as well as its collective opinion that Boston- 
New York train service satisfied a real need of both regional business 
interests and residents of the town. 


The MBTA, of which Sharon is a member, has contracted to operate 
the existing Boston-Providence local service as far as Sharon from mid- 
1965 to December 1967. Legislation does not allow MBTA support of 
“temporary transportation services” beyond that time. In addition, South- 
west Expressway construction will eliminate Back Bay station at about 
that time, if present plans of the Department of Public Works reach 
fruition. 


In 1965, a section of a six-lane expressway (1-95) was opened between 
Sharon and Route 128, Westwood with no particular effect on railroad 
usage. However, The Massachusetts DPW announced acceptance of plans 
to connect Route 1-95 with Downtown Boston via he projected South- 
west Expressway following an advisory recommendation of the Metro- 
politan Area Planning Council in September. This plan would eliminate 
Back Bay station by locating the expressway along the railroad right-of- 
way between Forest Hills and a point less than a mile from Back Bay 
where it would intersect the long-projected Inner Belt. Rail service, 
if any, would be directed to South Station via Dorchester and Roxbury on 
an existing right-of-way. 


In December, the Board heard a report of its Chairman critical of the 
Metropolitan Area Planning Council of which Sharon became a member 
in June 1965. Mr. Bailey cited the MAPC for its failure to provide a 
parliamentary means to the town for expressing its dissent to the South- 
west Corridor Report. This report recommended the rerouting of the 
railroad line and made no mention of any public transportation alternatives 
for Sharon. Mr. Stubbs, Sharon representative to the Southwest Area 
Transportation Coordinating Committee (formed by the state DPW in 
63 at the request of the Federal Bureau of Public Roads) will discuss this 
question at the regional level. Mr. Stubbs has also attended MBTA Board 
of Director’s meetings as the Selectmen’s representative to that body. 


The Board’s plans for 1966 include updating of the 1963 Commuter 
Survey. The three year trend information so developed could prove useful 
to local and regional planners.

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NEW DEVELOPMENTS 


The Board contracted for a new Town Zoning Map which was published 
after the March Town Meeting. This map includes all zones voted as of 
March, 1965, all accepted streets, and all subdivision streets under con- 
struction as of the same date. 


A basic study of soil conditions throughout the Town was also agreed 
upon as essential for knowing sub-surface conditions and for determining 
where best to locate housing, industrial buildings, recreation areas, con- 
servation or flood-plain areas, and where septic tank sub-surface drainage 
is acceptable. Ten special maps on these factors and other aspects of land 
use will be included with the report by the U.S. Soil Conservation Service, 
Division of the US. Dept. of Agriculture. The Town’s share of the cost 
of this soil inventory is being covered by funds bequested the Town by 
Mr. Henry P. Kendall for long-range planning. 


The Board drew up and adopted for the first time within memory, 
rules and regulations governing its internal operations. Copies were 
posted and filed with the Town Clerk. In addition, the Board still seeks 
means to improve day-to-day administration or allocation of tasks toward 
the end that more time may be spent on long-range problems. Another 
up-dating of the Planning Board Rules and Regulations relating to sub- 
divisions is due in 1966. 

During the year one new subdivision of 29 lots was approved. This is 
called Meadowbrook Estates and is off Edgehill Road near the Sharon- 
Canton Town Line. Three other subdivisions are under consideration and 
will probably receive final approval early in 1966. Over 20 plans of land 
for single or multiple lots on accepted streets were reviewed and signed 
by the Board. Additionally the right-of-way plans for the Sharon section 
of the Sandwich-Medfield power lines of the Boston Edison Company 
were signed. 


In order to supplement the State Building Code for multiple residence 
dwellings, a committee was formed to draft an addition to the Sharon 
Building Code. Messrs..Paul Rittenburg, Gordon McKinnon and Anthony 
Santos reviewed numerous by-laws of the other towns, and drew up a pro- 
posed by-law which was approved by the Building Inspector and Fire Chief 
and voted into law at the September Town Meeting. As a corollary to this 
work with the Building Code it was recommended that the entire code be 
reviewed as well as the General By-Laws. The Selectmen appointed two 
special committees to work on this. The Planning Board will review the 
Zoning By-Laws to complete the up-dating for the third section. 


New projections of population and school-age population were com- 
pleted in 1965 by Mr. Charles Downe, Planning Consultant. New projec- 
tions based on 1960-64 trends indicated growth rate considerably lower 
than the 1955-59 projections. School enrollments, however, were slightly 
higher than the 1955-59 projections. The percent of our population in 
school has risen from 29.7 per cent in 1960 to 31.2 per cent in 1964. 

The Board recommended to the Selectmen that a certain field adjacerit 
to a future conservation area off North Main Street be acquired for a 
playground area. This is being arranged and a new playground area for 
that part of Town will be available. During 1966, the Planning Board 
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expects to be more active in its participation with Conservation Committee 
programs in this direction. 


Monthly meetings of the Chairmen of various town committees and 
boards with the Selectmen were held to discuss current problems. This 
group was ultimately formed into an Objectives Committee with the tasks 
of correlating Town needs and Departmental programs, of establishing 
priorities and target dates on major projects, and meeting with various 
departments to review responsibilities, objectives, and costs. The Executive 
Secretary will be a member of this committee. Mr. William H. Howe is 
chairman.

Sharon is a member town of the Metropolitan Area Planning Council 
(M.A.P.C.) which is the regional planning district for 79 towns in the 
Greater Boston area authorized by the Division of Planning of the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Commerce and by Chapter 40B of the General 
Laws. Each town has one member of its planning board designated as 
a delegate to the district commission which governs the council. Sharon’s 
initial participation began in July of 1965 with the appointment of Wil- 
liam B. Crawford as a member of the commission. 


The present Comprehensive Plan was completed in 1960 and under 
Federal laws may be updated with 50 per cent Federal aid after five years 
of use. As a consequence, this year the Board has been reviewing the 1960 
plan and discussing objectives of a possible new plan. To gain better 
insight into the development of a plan, a meeting was arranged with the 
Wellesley Planning Board. The entire membership of both boards and 
the executive secretary of the Wellesley Board participated in a review 
of the procedures followed in the development of the Wellesley Master 
Plan. 


Suggested rules and regulations governing the submission and definition 
of controllable aspects of the Multiple Residence Zone were drawn up by 
the Board. Modeled along the lines of the Board’s own rules and regula- 
tions, the advisory was submitted to the Board of Appeals with the re- 
port of the Planning Board on the application of Tri-Town Realty Trust 
for a permit to build apartments in the Multiple Residence Zone. The 
rules were accepted by the Board of Appeals and used as a guide for both 
boards in setting forth specifications and descriptions. 


The section of the 1960 Comprehensive Plan relative to Conservation 
Lands has been reviewed most extensively. The Conservation Commission, 
a recommendation of the 1960 Plan, reviewed its five-year record and its 
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immediate goals with us. The achievements were remarkably close to the 
goals outlined in the Comprehensive Plan. Further conservation Jand ac- 
quisition is being developed through initiative of the Conservation Com- 
mission itself. 


The Board decided to draw up guidelines for modifications of existing 
streets, particularly rounding of corners. A program of examining street 
configurations individually, with greater emphasis on improving sight-dis- 
tances rather than speeding of intersecting traffic was recommended in a 
preliminary report sent to the Selectmen.

Article 14 Rezone 12 acre at Cobb’s Corner from single 
residence to business. Unfavorable 


In conclusion, we would express our sincere thanks to the many indi- 
viduals and the many Town Departments whose cooperation has aided 
us in our varied chores. Outside information and ideas are an important 
part of the grist for the Board’s mill, and we hope more townspeople will 
feel free to contribute any ideas they may have relating to the develop- 
ment of the Town.

During the past year members of this commission have worked to pro- 
mote desirable relations with businesses, existing industries, and land 
owners in areas surrounding the Industrially Zoned land in Sharon. 


Members have interested themselves in problems which arise inevitably 
in endeavoring to attract new business to any given area. They attended a 
meeting to hear Commissioner Schulenberg of the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Commerce: a Seminar on Rt. 495 Highway at Dean Academy, 
Franklin; the meeting of the Joint County Conservation Committee and 
the League of Women Voters in Dedham, and made many side trips to 
view Sharon’s area and surrounding acres. 


Representatives of the Commission have interviewed the owners of 
abutting property and Knox Engineering and the Real Estate Corpora- 
tion of America, all on Route 1, besides local realtors; they have investi- 
gated and reported on the statistics of the Needham Industrial Park and 
the Westwood Development; three members, accompanied by a member 
of the Board of Selectmen attended a meeting of the Greater Boston Cham- 
ber of Congress where they were interviewed by members of Cabot, Cabot 
& Forbes, Hunneman & Co., Boston Redevelopment, Sylvania Electronics, 
and the like. 


The Commission has met and will continue to meet on the third Mon- 
day of each month in the Town Offices Building. During these meetings 
the commission has accepted the design and composition of Mr. Jack 
Albert for a brochure which will be ready for distribution in Sharon and 
over a large area in the U.S. The money for this project was voted for at 
the September Town Meeting. After careful and thorough discussion and 
investigaticn the Commission voted to ask for an amendment in the 1966 
Town Meeting Warrant to change the 20 per cent coverage of the area of 
a lot to 40 per cent and to ask the Town to appropriate the sum of $37,000 
for the improvement of the existing water main on Walpole Street. Four 
businesses have approached the Commission, one suggested by a Town 
official, two of which are pending. It is with this in mind, and with the 
hope of further business and industries for the town that the commission 
is working in co-operation with the Planning Board and Selectmen and 
all interested citizens.

REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION

During the past year, we lost two very conservation minded and hard 
working members by reason of their moving out of town. We refer to 
Ardys Whitcomb and Bryce Moulton, both of whom have contributed 
much not only to the work of the Board but also to that of several town 
committees as well as other civic minded groups. The Selectmen have ap- 
pointed Mrs. Emily Parcher and Mr. Joseph Murphy to fill these vacancies. 
Both of these people have been very active in conservation related matters 
and will, no doubt, make considerable contribution to our program in 
Sharon. 
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Last February we sponsored a Conservation Night at the Congregational 
Men’s Club and listened to a very informative talk by Commissioner Foster, 
Chairman of the State Department of Natural Resources. He stressed the 
importance of legislation which was passed in 1965, particularly in rela- 
tion to tidal marsh lands and inland wetlands. The latter, which refers to 
the control of areas bordering fresh water ponds, brooks and marshes or 
swamps, has particular application to proposed land use changes in Sharon. 
In essence, this control under the so-called Hatch Act, requires a public 
hearing in regard to any excavation or filling of so-called “wetlands.” 
Provision is made in this bill for notice of intention to be sent to the 
Massachusetts Department of Natural Resources, the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Works and the Selectmen of a town. At the Public 
Hearing before the Selectmen, your town Conservation Commission can 
be expected to take a definite stand in the interest of the conservation of 
our natural resources including the prevention of pollution of our ponds 
and streams. We feel that we should have definite facts, supported by 
sound engineering knowledge to support any opposition to any proposed 
land use change in wetlands. These facts should include especial reference 
to (1) our municipal water supply, (2) any possible Flood Plain Zone 
or water retention areas, (3) any polution that might result, (4) any 
destructive effect on fish or wildlife, and (5) its effect on present or 
proposed future recreation areas. 


In connection with the Preservation of Wetlands, eight towns in the 
Neponset River Valley area have been active in supporting proposed 
legislation to preserve for conservation uses the marshlands adjoining this 
river. The chairman of the Sharon Conservation Commission is serving 
on this committee. 


In connection with the removal of gravel from the Hathaway Land, 
formerly part of the Little Farm on North Main Street, near Cobb’s Cor- 
ner, the Selectmen have executed a signed agreement which provides for 
deeding about thirteen acres of this land to the Town of Sharon, the same 
to be managed by the Conservation Commission. Within this parcel ts 
a playing field which has been used for various forms of recreation by 
the children in this section of the town. 


This Commission has been concerned about the preservation of our 
water supply and is glad to report that Mrs. Emily Parcher and Dr. Walter 
Griffin have agreed to deed to the Town Conservation Commission land 
bordering the brook which runs from the Sanatorium Pond on Upland 
Road to Water Department land between Moose Hill Parkway and the 
railroad. We have also conferred with Walter McGonigle about the im- 
portance of proper control of land use on his property on the easterly side 
of the railroad and adjacent to the area owned by the Town and used 
as a skating rink. The brook from this area also discharges into Beaver 
Hole Meadow, the source of our water supply. 


We would like to express appreciation to Milton Corey, Chairman of 
the Selectmen, and William Crawford, Chairman of the Planning Board, 
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for their cooperation and understanding as regards the importance of the 
program of conservation and open green areas. 


During the year your chairman has talked to various out-of-town Com- 
missions as well as groups of Scouts and school children in Sharon. 


In accordance with our custom, we sent this year to the State Conserva- 
tion Camp at Spencer, Massachusetts, Robert West, who we know feels 
greatly rewarded from his experience. 


A Habonim Group, headed by Allen Fisher, made a real contribution 
to Conservation by furnishing and planting about 1300 pine seedlings in 
the Town owned gravel pit off Farnham Road. 


During the year, three historical plaques were placed on large boulders 
as follows: (1) to mark the site at Billings Tavern on South Main Street, 
(2) to recognize the Liberty Tree, and (3) to mark the location of the 
Old Post Road, which runs from Route 1 to South Main Street at the 
Cranberry Bog. The acts of some hoodlums in removing one of these 
plaques, as well as the destruction of a wooden fence and settees at Mann’s 
Pond, has caused us to evaluate certain projects and to determine whether 
to go ahead with them or not. We will offer a reward to anyone who will 
give information that will lead to the arrest and conviction of persons 
responsible for these acts. 


During 1965 land was acquired by gift from Mr. and Mrs. Dunbar of 
a parcel abutting Beaver Brook, and also by gift from Mr. Bachman for 
a parcel abutting Hoburt’s or Knife Shop Pond. 


There are several parcels of land that we hope to acquire in 1966, as 
a part of the overall plan for control of Green Areas. 


Considerable work has been done in 1965 on trails over Town owned 
land. Two more foot bridges have been built, one over the brook just up- 
stream from the Dr. Griffin Playground, with access from Quincy Street 
and another between Mann’s Pond Dam and Billings Street. The trail 
has been cleared from the Lake to Billings Street and very soon the trail 
from Billings Street to North Main Street will be completed. 


We have recommended to the Selectmen the need for a Recreation 
Commission and hope that such a Board will be voted at our next annual 
Town Meeting. 


In closing, we would like to thank all those good folks who have 
assisted us in the carrying out of a program, which we feel is one of the 
most important activities in connection with the maintenance and develop- 
ment of our natural resources.

The Bi-Centennial Committee is happy to report a smashing success as 
a result of its efforts in arranging a suitable program for the observance 
of Sharon’s 200th anniversary. 

Working against time (the original committee was appointed in Sep- 
tember of 1964) and with an appropriation slightly in excess of $3,500, 
the committee, by hard work and plenty of help from many interested 
friends, put together a most successful program. 

The program itself was divided into three major parts: First, the three- 
day celebration over the Fourth of July, featuring by far the largest parade 
ever seen in Sharon, which was a fitting climax to the first part of Sharon’s 
200th birthday. 

The major credit for the success of this parade must, of a certainty, go 
to parade chairman, Vincent Mirabile, who worked long and hard on the 
many details necessary to put over such a gigantic undertaking. 

Because Sharon has such a long history, rooted in the very beginning 
of the country’s early struggle for independence, the second segment of the 
celebration was the “Historical Site Tours.” 

These “tours,” held on October 2nd and 3rd, were arranged to acquaint 
the people with the many fine old homes, and ancient landmarks of histor- 
ical significance now located in Sharon. 

Guides in costume were at these various homes and landmarks to give 
a brief history and answer any questions. Richard Chase was head of the 
site selection committee. 

The third and final segment of Sharon’s 200th birthday was the enact- 
ment of the famous “Wheel Around the Hub.” This “bicycle trek” was a 
yearly event during the 1800’s and always scheduled a stop at Cobb’s 
Tavern in Sharon, followed by a big get-together at Lake Massapoag. 
Sharon’s enactment of this event, under the direction of George Bailey, 
took place on October 12, and that, along with presentation of certifi- 
cates to the now living members of Sharon’s original settlers and a banquet 
at St. Francis Retreat Lodge, marked the end of active events planned. 


At present, the committee is working on the preparation of a brochure 
which will cover Sharon’s Bi-Centennial Year in detail. In this brochure, 
the names of a member of every committee and sub-committee will be 
listed, as well as pictures, and a general history of Sharon. Sydney Morgan 
is brochure chairman. It is expected the brochure will be ready in early 
1966. 

Finances, of course, played an important part in the success of the 
Bi-Centennial celebration. With only a small town appropriation available, 
it became necessary to form “The Friends of the Bi-Centennial Committee.” 
The committee, under the direction of Dr. Arnold Barton, ably assisted by 
Mrs. Allan M. Goldberg, supplied the extra needed funds to accomplish 
the complete program.

REPORT OF THE LAKEFRONT STUDY COMMITTEE

The Lakefront Study Committee made considerable progress in 1965, 
further developing a realistic program of improvements to the Sharon 
Town Beach. Two new members joined the Committee: George L. Green- 
field was appointed by the Selectmen, and Paul F. Rittenburg was named 
by the Planning Board. Twelve meetings were held during the year and 
additional meetings were held with other comittees in connection with 
beach improvement matters. 


Construction of the new Beach Street between the High School property 
and the beach area necessitated a reappraisal of the plans and program 
prepared in 1963,'since the location and alignment of the road differed 
considerably from that originally planned. The Committee retained the 
firm of Moriece and Gary, Incorporated, of Cambridge, who have devel- 
oped a new plan and program for the area which takes greater advantage 
of the natural assets already present and which sets forth a less costly 
program than the earlier plan and which could be accomplished over the 
next five or six years. | 


The Committee, in recognition of the immediate need for substantially 
improved sanitary facilities at the beach, also retained Mr. Russell Babcock, 
an experienced sanitary engineer. Mr. Babcock conducted a series of per- 
colation and soils tests at the tie to determine the feasibility of installing 
disposal facilities. He also prepared preliminary design and cost estimates 
for these facilities. 


_ On the basis of these activities, the Committee is recommending for 
the 1966 Town Meeting an appropriation to construct an Administration 
Building which would house toilet facilities, storage and office space for 
Lakefront personnel and equipment, and a new snack bar. Included in the 
proposed appropriation would be funds for the installation of a septic 
tank and disposal field. If approved, these facilities would be ready for 
operation by the Summer of 1967. 


Lakefront personnel, at the request of the Committee, conducted a 
survey of beach usage during the Summer of 1965. Both cars and persons 
using the beach were counted to determine both the peak daily usage and 
the peak hourly usage. Maximum attendance was found to be on Saturday, 
July 17, 1965, when 1875 people used the beach and 230 cars were parked 
on the premises. Peak usage during that day showed over 1000 people 
and 130 cars on the beach between 2 and 3 P.M. 
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These surveys have been of considerable value in aiding the Committee’s 
planning. Unfortunately, they have also shown that the beach in 1965 was 
Operating very near its peak capacity. With the continued growth of the 
town in the future, it will become increasingly difficult to cope with over- 
crowded conditions, given the limitations of the present site. The Com- 
mittee strongly recommends that intensive study be given either to finding 
ways to expand the existing facility or to finding additional land at other 
locations on the Lake. The key factor limiting the present site is the need 
for additional waterside frontage. 


The Committee wishes to express its gratitude to all those individuals 
and committees who assisted our efforts during 1965. Progress during the 
year would not have been possible without their help and guidance. 
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The Town Government Study Committee was established by the Town 
Meeting of 1962 with instructions to study the structure and operation of 
Sharon’s government and to submit its findings and recommendations to the 
Town. 


This committee has in its- two previous reports presented its observa- 
tions as to strengths and weaknesses of Sharon’s municipal government struc- 
ture. It has recommended that certain institutions and practices be main- 
tained in status quo, at least for the present; and it has also recommended, 

and the Town has approved, the following changes: 


(1) complete abolition of the fee system for compensating Town 
employees; 


(2) establishment of a Development and Industrial Commission; 
(3) consolidation of the offices of Treasurer and Collector of Taxes. 


This year we recommend the appointment of an Executive Secretary 
for,the Board of Selectmen, the discharge of the present Study Committee 
and the appointment of a standing committee to study the Town govern- 
ment on a continuing basis making recommendations as they appear advisable. 


II 
RECOMMENDATION FOR EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 


Last year we stated in our report: 

“After a survey of Sharon’s municipal government and that of other towns 
and consulting with authorities on the subject, we have concluded that 
Sharon, like its sister towns in the suburban Boston area, is beginning to 
suffer from the effects of administrative difficulties and is headed for serious 
troubles if growth continues without preparing the town government to cope 
with it. As the Bureau of Government Research at the University of Mass- 
achusetts reports in its study “Administrative Organization in Massachusetts 
Towns : 


‘The two predominant impressions one gets from a study of tradi- 
tional Massachusetts town administrative structure are: (1) the lack 
of any clear-cut executive office which fulfills on a continuous basis 
the planning, organizing, directing, coordinating, reporting and 
budgeting functions; and (2) the independent nature of the many 
boards, commissions, and departments which are responsible direct- 
ly and only to the town meeting.’ 


“Our Committee concurs with the general consensus of other Committees who 
have studied the problem of inadequate government structure in other towns, 
viz, that the most effective way to handle the increased workload and the 
complexities which arise from diffused responsibilities is to centralize executive 
authority and provide capable full-time supervision for implementing plans 
and policies formulated by Boards and Committees of interested citizens. 
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“The policy of this Committee is to recommend, on a continuing basis, specific 
changes directed toward the centralizing of responsibility objective set forth 
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above so that the Town can reach that goal without interfering with the 
orderly process of its government or disrupting the livelihood or morale of its 
employees.” (See March ’64 Report) 


Since last Town Meeting, we have reviewed the situation in more detail 
and have concluded that 


(1) the present major needs of the Town government are improved 
Continuity, Coordination and Control, and 


(2) these improvements can best be achieved by focusing more re- 
sponsibility in the Selectmen and providing them with an Executive Secre- 
tary to facilitate their communications, both incoming and out-going, and to 
administer implementation of their plans, instructions and policies. 


The legal authority for the Executive Secretary position which we recom- 
mend is found in Section 23A of Chapter 41 of the General Laws, which reads 
as follows: 


Executive secretary; appointment; tenure; etc. 


A town may by vote or by-law authorize and empower the Select- 
men to appoint an executive secretary who may be appointed by 
them for a term of one or three years and to remove him at their 
discretion. An executive secretary appointed under the provisions 
of this section shall be sworn to the faithful performance of his duties. 
During the time that he holds office he shall hold no elective town 
office, but he may be appointed by the Selectmen or, with their ap- 
proval, by any other town officer, board, committee or commission, 
to any other town office or position consistent with his office. He 
shall receive such aggregate compensation, not exceeding the amount 
appropriated therefor, as the Selectmen may determine. He shall 
act by and for the Selectmen in any matter which they may assign to 
him relating to the administration of the affairs of the town or of any 
town office or department under their supervision and control, or, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, may perform such other duties 
as may be requested of him by any other town officer, board, com- 
mittee or commission. 


As indicated above, we have concluded that the Town government needs: 


(1) better coordination, in the sense that there should be improved 
communication among the various Town boards, committees, and depart- 
ments and better integrated planning, particularly of long range scope; 


(2) more effective control and administration in implementing these 
plans and closer full time supervision over the increasing and constantly 
more critical responsibilities of the Selectmen; and 


(3) an established continuity of information, experience and _ policy 
to protect against a situation where the entire membership of the Board of 
Selectmen can change within one or two years. 


It is also our observation that, although the Selectmen have a large 
volume of responsibilities of a business or legal nature, a major portion of 
their time and budget, and their more difficult problems, appear to be con- 
nected with engineering aspects of the Town's maintenance and growth. 
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Moreover, we are convinced that skilled engineering will be most useful in 
planning for and supervising the further growth of the Town which is pro- 
jected for the immediate future. For these reasons, we strongly recommend 
that this Executive Secretary be a fully accredited civil engineer with admin- 
istrative and practical experience. 


The improvement in coordination, control and continuity which we seek 
can be developed within the present structure of the Town government, and 
the statute quoted above gives the Selectmen the authority to initiate such 
a program as soon as the Town Meeting votes to establish the position of 
- Executive Secretary. 


The accompanying diagrams show the structure of the Town govern- 
ment as at present organized. The proposed office of an Executive Secretary 
who will work directly for the Selectmen requires no alteration in this structure. 


The Executive Secretary, as a professional administrator, will serve in 
several capacities. First, the Selectmen will delegate to him as many as they 
see fit of their responsibilities with respect to the “Selectmen’s Functions” 
shown in the diagram so labelled. It is recommended that he be assigned 
the primary task of coordinating all of these functions. He should also be 
delegated administrative responsibility for every town office or department 
which is “under their (i.e. the Selectmen’s) supervision and control’, as 
authorized by the statute. We make a distinction between “coordinating” 
and “administrative” responsibilities because for some of the functions shown 
on the diagram, although the Selectmen appoint the department heads or 
officials concerned and approve their budgets, they do not have responsibility 
for the detailed administration of their duties. Typical examples are the 
Town Counsel and Bureau of Old Age Assistance. 


The chart entitled “Sharon Town Government” outlines the Town govern- 
ment functions outside the Selectmen’s responsibilities. Activities of the 
Executive Secretary in connection with these functions will be as requested 
by the officers, boards and committees concerned and to the extent that these 
requests are approved by the Selectmen. Particularly with respect to the 
activities of the Planning Board, important improvement in coordination and 
continuity can be developed. It is anticipated that similar coordination with 
the Board of Health and other major functions will be worked out. Other 
groups, such as the Transportation Advisory Board and the Development 
and Industrial Commission should benefit significantly. 


As mentioned above, it is clear that no major re-alignment of authority 
and responsibility is anticipated. Our studies of the government of Sharon 
have convinced us that full time professional services will result in immediate 
short term gains and, even more important, in the development and execution 
of better long term plans and procedures. 


The specific delegation of administrative or liaison duties and respon- 
sibilities to the Executive Secretary is, according to the enabling statute, dis- 
cretionary with the Selectmen and the independent boards, committees, de- 
partments and officers concerned if their operation is not by law presently 
under the control of the Selectmen. As will be indicated in the following 
section of this report, it is our recommendation that a standing Government 
Study Committee be established to assist the Selectmen and the other boards, 
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committees, departments and officers concerned in determining, after the 
Executive Secretary has been appointed and acquires experience, exactly what 
functions should be delegated to him. This committee would also study the 
operation of the independent agencies of the government and, when appro- 
priate, recommend that responsibility for their functions be transferred to , 
the Selectmen if this appears to be in the best interest of the Town from the 
viewpoint of operating efficiency or economy.

RECOMMENDATION FOR A CONTINUING 
GOVERNMENT STUDY COMMITTEE | 


As we have indicated above, our committee believes that Sharon’s town 
government does not need a major reorganization at this time. We recom- 
mend that improvement in the organization of the government should be 
gradual, carefully considered and accomplished with a minimum of disrup- 
tion to the operation of the town departments and the careers and morale 
of the town employees. 


The time may come when the Town will best be served by the replace- 
ment of the board of three part-time assessors with a full-time professional 
assessor assisted by an advisory board. Similarly, the function of the Board 
of Health should be strengthened. A.preliminary step in this direction would 
be transfer to the Selectmen of responsibility for garbage collection and 
disposal, which is at present a major source of difficulty for the Board of 
Health. The operation and effectiveness of the Board of Health might also 
be improved by transferring to the Selectmen the statutory authority of this 
board. This would enable them to perform the public health functions 
with the assistance of an appointed advisory board working with a full-time 
career health officer reporting to the Executive Secretary. 


Study of these and other similar possibilities can be the responsibility 
of a continuing committee which, if it includes representation from the 
Board of Selectmen, Planning Board, Personnel Board, Warrant Committee 
and members at large will assure a coordinated cross section of town govern- 
ment opinion and experience. We recommend the establishment of such a 
committee. 
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
